Louisville police 
charged five youth with 
receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty in connection with 
a March 5 break in and 
burglary from West End 
Sports, according to 
Eminence Police Chief 
Kevin Kemper. 

Officer John Wilson 
responded to a report 
from the Jackson Road 
store, Kemper said. He 
took the information 
about five guns stolen 
and logged the data into 
the state and national 
crime databases. 

That allowed the 
Louisville Metro Police 
Department to locate 
five youths, described as 
being from 12 to 15 years 
of age, and make arrests 
within hours. Police did 
not release their identities, 
as they were all juveniles. 

Police picked up the 
youths after the juveniles 
made it obvious they had 
weapons at a commercial 
establishment they ended 
up at later. The attention 
led store personnel to call 
the authorities. 

“The guys worked 
hard, and because they 
did what they were sup¬ 
posed to do, Louisville 
Metro was able to track

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NC citizens 
ask for 
protection

Stolen vehicles, home robberies and 
car break-ins. 

Several citizens again approached 
the New Castle City Commission at 
its monthly meeting to urge its mem¬ 
bers to address crime in the town by 
adding additional police protection. 

“I’m confused. We can’t even 
get one police officer in this town? 
Eminence has six. Campbellsburg has 
one. Why can’t we have one police 
officer?” Danny Holcomb asked. “I’m 
here for one purpose — the citizens, 
citizens who don’t even feel safe walk¬ 
ing in this town. There are a lot of 
people who are scared to death. They 
are terrified in this town.” 

But New Castle doesn’t have funds 
to support a full-time officer and 
Mayor Denny Benham doesn’t believe 
having one would solve the problems 
the town is experiencing. 

“I’d be glad to hire one tomor¬ 
row if the money was there to do it,” 
Benham said. “If I thought for one 
minute that putting $70,000 back in 
the police budget and using it to hire 
an officer would solve the problems 
we’re talking about, I would try to 
find it. But we’re not going to solve 
the problems that are out there.” 

But the money is not available, 
despite claims from former New 
Castle mayor and commissioner Mark 
Vaughn who pointed to a projected 
surplus in this year’s budget that 
could be used to hire an officer. City 
Clerk Lynn Adams explained that the

down most of the guns,” 
Kemper said. “The guys 
who stole the guns, they 
were in a restaurant, try¬ 
ing to get bullets.” 

The boys don’t live in 
this community, though 
Kemper said one of them 
has a family connection 
here. 

“We’re still not sure 
how they got here and 
how they got back to 
Louisville,” Kemper said. 


Eminence Police 
Department continues 
the burglary investiga¬ 
tion. 

“We have DNA evi¬ 
dence and fingerprint 
evidence going to the 
lab,” Kemper said. “They 
broke out the front win¬ 
dow. We found blood on 
the window and window 
sill and collected it.” 

It will take some time 
to get the results back 
from the lab, Kemper 
said. 

Officers John Wilson 
and Dusty Hamilton 
interviewed the boys at 


the Louisville District 5 
police station. Kemper 
said some of the boys 
claimed they found the 
guns along a railroad 
track, while others say 
they borrowed them. 

Of the five guns sto¬ 
len, Louisville Metro 
recovered four, Kemper 
said. Eminence police 
located a magazine 
to one of the guns. 
Without the magazine, 
those responsible for 
the burglary might have 
discarded the other gun, 
Kemper surmised.

term surplus is a mis¬ 
nomer. The city finishes 
its budget year with 
an ending balance that 
becomes a beginning 
balance for the next 
budget cycle, Adams 
said. The city must 
begin its financial year 
with cash in the bank 
to pay its bills while 
waiting for revenues to 
arrive. 

Adams added that 
the expenses of a police 
officer could only be 
paid out of the gen¬ 
eral fund. This year, 
the general fund will 
have an estimated end¬ 
ing balance of about 
$207,765. Of that bal¬ 
ance, about $150,000 
is in restricted accounts 
like road aid that can 
only be spent on road 
work. That leaves only 
$57,765 for the city to 
operate with pending 
its first shot of revenue 
for the general fund, 


which comes in the form 
of insurance premium 
taxes in the spring, fol¬ 
lowed by property taxes 
in the fall. 

“We could double our 
taxes and raise our insur¬ 
ance taxes,” Benham 
said. “It ain’t gonna be 
cheap. It’s gonna be 
pricey.” 

But Holcomb main¬ 
tained the threat for 
violence was too high a 
price for the city, much 
higher than the cost of 
hiring a police officer. 

“We’re not talking 
about property, we’re 
talking about human 
life,” Holcomb said. “I 
worked in the prison for 
36 years and many of the 
criminals that were there 
were simple robberies 
that turned bad. This is 
going to happen here, 
somebody’s going to get 
hurt. In a break-in, if 
you spook the criminal 
that will lead to violence, 
murder and rape. That’s 
the violence you’re talk¬ 
ing about here. 

“The response time 
is not here,” Holcomb 


continued. “What we’re 
doing is not working. We 
need a better response 
time. We need to have 
someone on duty.” 

What the city is doing 
right now is contract¬ 
ing for law enforcement 
services from the Henry 
County Sheriff’s Office 
at a rate of $25,200 per 
year for 19+ hours per 
week. Those services 
include answering calls 
for complaints, conduct¬ 
ing investigations and 
general patrolling. 

Most of the citizens in 
attendance at the meet¬ 
ing had no complaints 
regarding the service the 
sheriff’s office offered 
the city, but felt that 
more hours of service 
were needed. 

“That’s nothing to do 
with Danny (Cravens, 
the sheriff),” Holcomb 
said. “Danny’s doing 
a good job, but he’s 
patrolling a big county. 
I’m concerned about our 
citizens. We need some¬ 
one dedicated to our 
city. You have to look at 
the money versus public

days crying, basically,” 
Henson recalled. “I just 
couldn’t wrap my brain 
around how I could be 
32 years old and have 
what they thought at 
the time was stage three 
cancer. I couldn’t figure 
out how to tell my chil¬ 
dren, they’re so young. I 
couldn’t figure out how 
we were going to survive 
— I was uninsured at the 
time. To me, it felt like 
not just a death sentence, 
it felt like I was financial¬ 
ly ruining my family.” 

Her family gave her 
nothing but support 
through the ordeal. After 
dealing with other family 
members succumbing to 
cancer, it became clear 
to Henson: It’s not only 
the person with cancer 
who struggles with the 
disease. 

Many people have 
done everything they can 
to help — her aunt has 
taken care of Henson’s 
two children and taken 
them to school each day 
this year; her husband 
has worked from home 
and has accompanied 
Henson to many treat¬ 
ments; Henson’s father 


acted as her “head of 
fundraising.” 

“Everybody steps into 
these roles that they 
don’t necessarily want 
to step into,” Henson 
said. “The patient is not 
the only one fighting — 
everybody is in the ring 
fighting for you.” 

No one made her feel 
like a burden, but it 
was so overwhelming, 
Henson hesitated to talk 
to her loved ones about 
everything she was feel¬ 
ing. 

Henson also received 
help from Kynect, the 
state health care insur¬ 
ance marketplace, which 
signed her up for cover¬ 
age. Her boss at Feed 
Blitz immediately started 
paying for all his employ¬ 
ees’ health insurance, 
saying Henson’s diagno¬ 
sis was an eye-opening 
experience and that 
showed him the workers 
were the most important 
part of the company. 

And, when Henson 
first met her doctors, she 
also met her nurse navi¬ 
gator, a guide for those 
undergoing cancer treat¬ 
ment. The nurse naviga¬ 
tor forwarded Henson’s 
information to the 
American Cancer Society 
and an elderly woman 
from Louisville, who had 


survived cancer twice. 

The volunteer gave 
information and advice, 
but most important of 
all, gave Henson some¬ 
body who understood 
what a cancer patient 
would go through. 

“I was still extremely 
emotionally over¬ 
wrought, and the lady 
would call me numerous 
times a week to check in 
on me, to see how I was 
doing, just to give me 
somebody to talk to,” 
Henson said. “There was 
a lot I wasn’t telling my 
family at the time about 
how I felt and my fears, 
and she was a wonderful 
avenue for that.” 


Henson wants to see 
more people be as proac¬ 
tive as the community 
members who take up 
the fight against cancer 
through Relay and fund 
the American Cancer 
Society services, like 
those that helped her. 
She would especially 
like for more people her 
age and younger to get 
involved. After all, the 
Henry County Relay for 
Life event requires a lot 
of planning and partici¬ 
pation. 

“The people who 
donate their time and 
their resources to Relay 
for Life are special,” 
she said. “They find 


time in their busy work 
schedules and their busy 
lives to raise money and 
awareness for people that 
they don’t even know. 

“Cancer rates in our 
area are huge — it’s 
inevitable that the work 
that they do will help 
someone in our area,” 
Henson said. “You can’t 
meet somebody without 
hearing about how their 
lives have been affected 
by cancer. Everybody 
I know has either lost 
someone to cancer, is 
fighting cancer or is 
related to someone that 
is fighting cancer.” 

Henry County Relay 
for Life Chairwoman 
Lori Brewer heartily 
agrees with Henson on 
the need for more partic¬ 
ipation. Organizers have 
planned a six-hour event 
for June they hope will 
bring more people out to 
celebrate two decades of 
Relay for Life in Henry 
County. 

“Participating in Relay 
for Life is very important 
to me because I remem¬ 
ber how devastating it 
was for my family watch¬ 
ing my Mom batde stage 
3 lymphoma llyears 
ago,” Brewer said. “I 
know there are other 
families in our com¬ 
munity dealing with the 


protection. I don’t know 
how we ever got away 
from having public pro¬ 
tection.” 

Others in attendance 
suggested the city apply 
for grants to help fund 
the start-up of a police 
force in the city that 
could pay for equipment 
and/or a vehicle. The 
possibility that the sher¬ 
iff’s office could increase 
its hours of service to the 
city was also discussed, 
as well as whether sheriff 
deputies could be hired 
by the city on a part-time 
basis to patrol overnight 
and weekend hours. 

“We’re going to con¬ 
tinue to work with it, 
get some ideas and have 
some discussions, maybe 
a roundtable discussion,” 
Benham said. “I’d say 
in the next two months 
we’ll have some options 
to present. Hopefully we 
can come up with some 
answers to ease some of 
their concerns, although 
they’re pretty adamant 
about having a police 
officer.”

“The more survivors 
we have at the event, the 
more hope we are giving 
to these cancer patients 
and their families that 
we will find a cure,” she 
added. “All of us know 
someone who has suf¬ 
fered from this disease. 

I hope you will try to 
sacrifice a few hours on 
June 19 from 7 p.m. 
to 1 a.m. to honor that 
person and celebrate 20 
years of Relay for Life in 
Henry County.” 
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Winter makes me SAD, but spring warms my soul 


I always know when 
spring is close at hand 
when I run out of vita¬ 
min D. 

For the past few 
years, I have pur¬ 
chased a 90-day supply 
of vitamin D in late 
December or early 
January to ward off 
symptoms of Seasonal 
Affective Disorder 
(SAD). 

The Mayo Clinic 
defines SAD as a type 
of depression related 
to changes in seasons. 
Most experience the 
condition over the win¬ 
ter months, but it can 
also be felt during the 
transition from spring 
to summer. It can be 
very mild to absolutely 
debilitating. 

Although some peo¬ 
ple may refer to this 
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condition as the winter 
blues or a seasonal 
funk, SAD can be a 
very serious condition 
worthy of consulting 
a physician, although 
I admit I have played 
doctor with my own 
diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment. 

I am among those 
who experience a dip 
in my mood during 
the winter months, 
although admittedly 


my symptoms are mild. 
I attribute it predomi¬ 
nantly to a loss of sun¬ 
shine on my skin, from 
which we pull vitamin 
D into our systems. 
Hence, the bottle of 
vitamin D. 

My love of the sun 
goes way back. I am 
an adult that spent her 
childhood outside as 
much as possible, mak¬ 
ing mud pies, riding 
bikes and rollerskating 
on the front porch. I 
have suffered my fair 
share of sunburns and 
dramatic peels, but that 
was really before we 
were taught to slather 
sunblock all over our 
bodies if we were 
going to be outside for 
more than five min¬ 
utes. 

There’s science 


behind sunshine and 
SAD. Factors that 
play into the disorder 
include a shift in your 
circadian rhythms and 
drops in seratonin 
and melotonin lev¬ 
els, all resulting from 
decreased sunlight. 

There are also 
risk factors that can 
increase your chances 
of being affected by 
SAD, from being 
young, female, or liv¬ 
ing too far from the 
equator. So that’s my 
problem! I’m too far 
north. 

My symptoms are 
among the more mild 
of the following: irrita¬ 
bility, tiredness or low 
energy, problems get¬ 
ting along with other 
people, hypersensitivity 
to rejection, a heavy 


feeling in the arms 
and legs, oversleeping, 
appetite gain especially 
a craving for foods 
high in carbohydrates 
and weight gain (from 
all the carbs, I assume). 

Winter can be a long 
season for me and 
those who are forced 
to suffer my moods. 

But something hap¬ 
pens to my psyche 
when the sun comes 
out. I feel lighter and 
more hopeful in bright 
sunlight. Sometimes 
I just go sit on the 
porch, draped in sun¬ 
shine and raise my 
chin to feel the warm 
rays wash over me. It 
always puts a smile on 
my face. 

I was able to do that 
Sunday afternoon for 
the first time in a long 


time. My hope is that 
is was the first of many 
to come with spring 
just around the corner 
and summer waiting in 
the wings. 

I love experiencing 
the seasons, but it’s 
been a long, trying 
winter, and I for one 
won’t be sad to see it 
go. The time change 
always signals good 
things to come, and as 
if on cue, I woke up 
Monday morning to 
birds happily chirping 
and snow and ice con¬ 
tinuing to melt. 

I’m ready to put the 
windows down on the 
car, put the windows 
up in the house and let 
my arms and legs see 
the light of day again. 

Bring on the sun¬ 
shine! 


Proposed Innovation Act threatens American inventors 


At the recent 
Northern Kentucky 
Regional First LEGO 
League Robotics 
tournament, I mar¬ 
veled at the imagina¬ 
tion and creativity 
displayed by so many 
young people. 

In these students, I 
see the spirit of inge¬ 
nuity and a culture of 
invention that have 
been critical to our 
nation’s economic 
success for over two 
centuries. 

I was reminded of 
the competitions I 
participated in as a 
young inventor, and 
of the American spirit 
of innovation that 
inspired me to obtain 
29 patents. 

I often think about 
these young inven¬ 
tors when we debate 
so-called “patent 
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reform” in Congress. 
For example, about a 
year ago, the House 
of Representatives 
passed a bill called the 
Innovation Act. 

As a patent holder, 

I was deeply con¬ 
cerned about the 
consequences of this 
bill, which was rushed 
to the House floor 
without adequate 
debate. Fortunately, 
the bill did not pass 
the Senate. 


In my opinion, 
the Innovation Act 
threatens American 
inventors, particularly 
individual inventors 
and those working at 
small businesses and 
startups. 

The bill attempts to 
“fix” a few isolated 
abuses of the patent 
system, but instead 
it sets forth a com¬ 
prehensive overhaul 
of the existing legal 
framework that com¬ 
promises the rights of 
all legitimate inven¬ 
tors. 

Perhaps the most 
troubling aspect of 
the Innovation Act 
is the provision that 
makes it easier for 
corporations to keep 
shipping products 
even if a court finds 
reason to believe 
those products con¬ 


tain stolen inventions. 

When deciding 
whether to pay a fair 
license fee to the 
rightful inventors, or 
whether to steal a pat¬ 
ented idea and risk a 
lawsuit, it is the threat 
of lost revenue that 
keeps the big compa¬ 
nies honest. 

In Article 1, Section 
8 of our Constitution, 
the Founding Fathers 
(some of whom were 
inventors themselves), 
gave Congress the 
authority to protect 
the discoveries of 
inventors. 

Inventors like 
myself rely on this 
protection as we cre¬ 
ate new products. 
Without the strong 
congressional protec¬ 
tion mandated by our 
Constitution, inven¬ 
tors and the investors 


who back them will 
lose confidence that 
their work and ideas 
will be safeguarded. 

This loss of con¬ 
fidence will cause 
invention and invest¬ 
ment to wither. 

Our system of pat¬ 
ent protection is what 
sets the United States 
apart from nations 
like China and India. 
In those countries, 
theft of intellectual 
property (IP) is ram¬ 
pant, statutory pro¬ 
tections for IP are 
weak or non-existent, 
and courts are notori¬ 
ously hostile to small 
inventors. 

If we water down 
our patent system 
and give up our com¬ 
petitive advantage, 
America will cease to 
be a global hub for 
innovation. 


If Congress reck¬ 
lessly weakens our 
patent system by 
pushing through a 
bill similar to last 
year’s Innovation Act, 
inventors’ very liveli¬ 
hoods will be threat¬ 
ened. 

Inventors will stop 
inventing, and as the 
role models for young 
inventors quietly fade 
into history, fewer 
young students will 
pursue this rewarding 
career path. 

A decade from 
now, Congress will 
lament the lack of 
interest among our 
nation’s youth in 
subjects like science, 
technology, engineer¬ 
ing and mathematics, 
arrogantly unaware 
that Congress itself 
destroyed it.

A lesson learned from 


Donna and I recently 
watched Driving 
Miss Daisy , a 1989 
movie starring Jessica 
Tandy (Miss Daisy) 
and Morgan Freeman 
(Hoke). I was amazed 
at how much of the 
story I had forgotten, 
or didn’t get, from 25 
years ago. 

What I remembered 
was a story about 
a cantankerous old 
woman and a tenacious 
old African-American 
man who managed to 
become friends in spite 
of their differences. 
There was more to the 
story. 

Miss Daisy and Hoke 
were both victims of 
prejudice. Miss Daisy’s 
Jewish temple was 
bombed. This event 
prompted Hoke to 
share that, as a child, 
he had seen his friend’s 
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father hanged by the 
KuKluxKlan. While 
Hoke had no trouble 
understanding the 
prejudice that had 
been part of his life, 
Miss Daisy struggled 
both to understand the 
prejudice she had expe¬ 
rienced as a Jew and the 
prejudice with which 
she acted toward Hoke. 

At the end of the 
movie, the two old 
people had managed to 
live past their respective 


prejudices and become 
friends, friends who 
found life in each other. 

After watching 
Driving Miss Daisy , 

I read the text (John 
2:13-22) for a sermon I 
was preparing different¬ 
ly. The story of Jesus 
cleansing the temple 
has been a favorite of 
mine since childhood. I 
liked the image of Jesus 
swinging a whip and 
making things right. I 
still like the story, but 
for a different reason. 

What caught my 
attention in the text was 
a “small” matter which 
I had missed over and 
over again. When Jesus 
took whip in hand and 
cleaned the house, John 
tells us that Jesus was 
challenged. He names 
the challengers: the 
Jews. Jesus responds, 
and again John tells us 


Miss Daisy and Hoke 


that the Jews had more 
to say. 

Why the reference to 
the Jews? Everyone in 
the story was Jewish, 
including Jesus and 
John, who tells the 
story. In Matthew, 

Mark and Luke, those 
challenging Jesus are 
named as chief priests, 
scribes and/or princi¬ 
pal men of the people. 
Why did John general¬ 
ize and use the Jews? 

I don’t know, and I’m 
not comfortable try¬ 
ing to read intent into 
something written so 
long ago and for which 
I hold such high rever¬ 
ence, but I don’t like it. 
I don’t like it because I 
can’t help but wonder 
if our generalizing the 
identity of Jesus’ perse¬ 
cutors and killers as the 
Jews has led to some of 
the persecution faced by 


our Jewish brothers and 
sisters. 

When we think of the 
Ku Klux Klan, we tend 
to think of their target¬ 
ing African-Americans 
and their supporters. 
They did, of course, 
but they also targeted 
Jews. And let us never 
forget the horror of the 
Holocaust. 

How often are we 
guilty of branding a 
whole people because 
the actions of a few? 
How often are we guilty 
of branding a whole 
people merely because 
they aren’t like us? 

What bothered Jesus 
at the temple was that 
worship had lost its 
focus. Right worship 
requires a pure heart. It 
also requires that those 
who worship live godly 
lives inside and outside 
the church. 


I still love John’s 
gospel, but I wonder 
what caused him to be 
so harsh toward his own 
people and Jesus’ peo¬ 
ple. Did the pain of his 
own persecution cause 
him to see everyone 
outside his inner circle 
as bad? 

How does how we 
are affected by oth¬ 
ers color our attitudes 
toward them? Jesus, 
dying, prayed, “Father, 
forgive them, for they 
know not what they 
do” (Luke 23:34 ESV). 

My prayer: Our 
Father, forgive me when 
I have acted or failed 
to act because of my 
own prejudice. Help 
me always to embrace 
the gospel and always 
to love those who do 
not, even as I love those 
who do. 

Amen.

The date for the com¬ 
petition is March 30 
at the Henry County 
Extension Service office 
beginning at 6 p.m. 

While the weather is 
chilly and we are all start¬ 
ing to suffer from cabin 
fever, what better use of 
your time than to write a 
speech or put together a 
demonstration. 

Why not invite a friend 
over and work on an act 
for the talent show? 

The Speech Contest is 
judged according to 4-H 
age, which is how old 
you were on January 1, 
2015. 

Participants will only 
be judged by those born 
in the same year that 
they are, so there will be 
a winner for each year. 

The junior aged youth 


(9-13) have a three to 
five minute time limit on 
their speech. The senior 
aged youth (14-19) have 
between five to seven 
minutes for a speech. 

Juniors may have assis¬ 
tance in writing and pre¬ 
paring their speech. 

Seniors are expected to 
choose a topic, research 
and write their own 
speech. 

The Demonstration 
Contest is broken into 
different topics. They 
are: animal science, 
bread, clothing/sew- 
ing, crafts and photog¬ 
raphy, general, health, 
home environment and 


management, horticul¬ 
ture, foods (excluding 
breads), performing arts, 
presentation software, 
safety, science and natural 
resources, science, engi¬ 
neering and technology, 
shooting sports and team 
demonstrations. 

Time limit for demon¬ 
strations will be five to 
fifteen minutes. 

Live animals or any 
guns or bows may not be 
used. 

Mockups, models 
or charts may be used 
instead. A poster is a 
requirement for a dem¬ 
onstration. 

There is a mock job 


interview category for 
seniors (14-18) only. 

This category gives 
members an opportunity 
to practice the real-life 
skill of applying for a job. 

The contest involves 
a set of fictitious job 
descriptions for senior 
4-Her’s that the mem¬ 
bers can go through the 
process of applying for. 
To enter the mock job 
interview contest mem¬ 
bers must: 

• Pick one of the four 
job descriptions for a job 
the member feels quali¬ 
fied for and interested in 
from the following list:

Farmers can take nusiance deer and help feed the hungry 


Deer. To some, they 
are beautiful animals. To 
out-of-state sportsmen, 
Kentucky Whitetails 
are the stuff of which 
dreams are made. To 
farmers here in the 
Commonwealth, though, 
they are often a nuisance 
or worse, gobbling their 
way through soybean 
fields at a rapid and 
alarming rate. 

Thousands of acres 
of soybeans were lost 
to deer in Kentucky last 
year alone, and that’s a 
hard situation for farmers 
to stomach. 

Fortunately, concerned 
groups like the Kentucky 
Soybean Board have 
stepped up to do some¬ 
thing about the depreda¬ 
tion caused by the deer 
population, while helping 
those who might other¬ 
wise go hungry. 

The Kentucky Revised 


Statute (KRS) 150.170 
which deals with dep¬ 
redating deer reads: 
Landowners, their spouses 
or dependent children, or 
their designee who must be 
approved by the commis¬ 
sioner, who kill or trap on 
their lands any wildlife 
causing damage to the 
lands or any personal 
property situated thereon 
shall not be required to 
have a hunting or trap¬ 
ping license and may do so 
during periods other than 
the open season for the 
particular species without 
a tag and dispose of the 
carcass on-site. 

Tenants, their spouses, 
their dependent children, 
or other persons approved 
by the commissioner, shall 
also have the same privi¬ 
lege. 

Upon destruction of 
any wildlife by the above- 
specified individuals, the 


act shall be reported to a 
conservation officer with¬ 
in twenty-four (24) hours 
of the kill. 

Individuals wishing to 
transport the carcass from 
the property upon which 
it was killed shall contact 
personnel of the depart¬ 
ment to request a disposal 
tag or other authoriza¬ 
tion. 

Translated, this means 
that landowners or their 
designee (which could be 
the farmer who rents the 
land) are lawfully allowed 
to kill deer that are eat¬ 
ing the crop, regardless 
of hunting season with¬ 
out a tag and dispose of 
it on-site. 

Instead of disposing 
of the deer, the Hunters 
for the Hungry Program 
encourages farmers to 
donate deer to feed those 
less fortunate right here 
in Kentucky.

Originally formed to 
help sportsmen donate 
their harvested deer to 
those who might other¬ 
wise be hungry, Hunters 
for the Hungry has been 
in existence in Kentucky 
in some form since 1988. 

With an estimated 
684,000 people in 
Kentucky living in pov¬ 
erty, and one in every 
four children living in 
poverty, hunger is a very 
real issue for many right 
here at home. 

Through the shared 
vision between Kentucky 
Hunters for the Hungry 
(KHFH) and its partners, 
including the Kentucky

The Constitution also authorizes this homestead 
exemption for all homeowners who are classified 
as totally disabled by any public or private retire¬ 
ment system.

If you believe that you may now qualify for the 
disability exemption, please contact the Henry 
County Property Valuation Administrator's (PVA) 
office at (502) 845-5740 to receive additional 
information and an application form. To receive 
a disability exemption for the 2015 assessment 
year, your application must be filed with your lo¬ 
cal PVA office by December 31, 2015. 

All Personal Property Tax Forms are to be filed 
by May 15, 2015. All returns postmarked after 
May 15, 2015, will be assessed for the tax plus 
applicable penalties and interest by the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue.

You may not receive your 
tax bill if you do not provide us with your correct 
mailing address.

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Separate accidents shut down Kentucky 146; One injured 


in train verses truck wreck

Two recent wrecks on 
Highway 146 held up 
traffic in Henry County, 
near the CSX railroad 
tracks and the Oldham 
County line. 

The first occurred 
March 2 at approxi¬ 
mately 3:45 p.m. when 
Kentucky State Police 
received a report that a 
vehicle collided with a 
train. 

“Preliminary inves¬ 
tigation states that the 
vehicle’s operator, Jeffrey 
S. Delahanty, 47, of La 
Grange, for unknown 
reasons, disregarded illu¬ 
minated railroad crossing 
warning lights and collid¬ 
ed with the engine of the 
train operated by CSX,” 


according to initial infor¬ 
mation by KSP. 

Emergency respond¬ 
ers had to cut Delahanty 
from the vehicle. He was 
flown from the scene 
for treatment of serious 
injuries. 

At that time of day, 
the driver would have 
the sun shining in his 
eyes, Trooper Mitchel 
Hazelett, spokesman for 
KSP Post 5, said. “For 
whatever reason, he 
didn’t see it and ran right 
into the gas tank on the 
engine.” 

Hazelett described 
Delahanty’s injuries as 
broken bones and bad 
cuts, but the injuries 
were not considered life 
threatening. 

After an investiga¬ 
tion by Trooper Patrick 


Strucker, he charged 
Delahanty with operat¬ 
ing a vehicle while sus¬ 
pended, no seatbelt and 
no insurance, according 
to the KSP report. 

Henry County 
EMS, Lake Jericho 
Fire Department, Air 
Methods, Trooper First 
Class Dusty Corbin, 
Hazelett and CSX work¬ 
ers provided assistance at 
the scene of the accident. 

KSP troopers and 
Lake Jericho firefighters 
also responded on rainy 
March 4 to the same 
vicinity at approximately 
7:30 a.m., following the 
report of a commercial 
vehicle crash. 

The Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
closed 146 near the 14.8 
mile marker in order to 


facilitate the removal of 
the vehicle. 

The driver of a vehicle 
owned by Crenshaw 
and Sons of Louisville, 
Jesse Ashbugh of Mount 
Washington, had crossed 
the railroad tracks head¬ 
ing into Henry County 
before the right rear trail¬ 
er tires dropped off the 
shoulder, according to a 
KSP report by Trooper 
Zach Morris. The driver 
could not recover, and 
the trailer slipped off the 
road to the right and 
spilled its scrap metal 
down the embankment. 

No charges were 
brought in the accident, 
and no injuries were 
reported, Hazelett said. 

Transportation work¬ 
ers reopened the road at 
about 11 a.m., accord¬ 


ing to the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet. 

The commercial truck 
involved in this acci¬ 
dent on 146 came from 
the same company as 


the one that spilled a 
load of scrap metal on 
Highway 55, just north 
of Eminence, Jan. 23, 
according to Hazelett.

However, she has been 
to Frankfort several 
times and spoken for 
the Kentucky Diabetes 
Network to the advocates 
in 2014. 

During scheduled 
meetings with members 
of Congress, Huff and 
the other diabetes advo¬ 
cates will urge members 
to make a strong federal 
investment in the fis¬ 
cal year 2016 Labor 
Health and Human 
Services and Education 
Appropriations bill. 

Specifically, advocates 
will ask members to 
allocate funding for the 
National Institutes of 
Health’s (NIH) National 
Institute of Diabetes and 
Digestive and Kidney 
Diseases, provide fund¬ 
ing for the Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention’s Division of 
Diabetes Translation and 
for the National Diabetes 
Prevention Program, 
and renew the Special 
Diabetes Program — all 
programs grounded in 


research and dedicated 
to fighting the nation’s 
diabetes epidemic. 

The CDC funding is 
the seed money through 
a grant that started the 
local coalition through 
KIPDA and University of 
Louisville. 

“Call to Congress 
brings diabetes advocates 
from across the country 
together in the move¬ 
ment to Stop Diabetes 
and provides them with 
the opportunity to tell 
our federal government 
how important it is to 
fight this deadly epi¬ 
demic,” Janel Wright of 
the American Diabetes 
Association said. “As 
diabetes takes a physical 
and financial toll on this 
country, federal funding 
is critical in our nation’s 
response to this epi¬ 
demic. Congress must 
provide leadership and 
invest in research and 
prevention programs that 
will ultimately stop dia¬ 
betes.” 

With nearly 30 million 
Americans living with 


diabetes, and another 86 
million with pre-diabetes, 
this disease affects every 
community across the 
nation. 

During the Call to 
Congress, diabetes advo¬ 
cates will share their 
story with members of 
Congress to put a name 
and a face to this epi¬ 
demic and urge members 
to join the Congressional 
Diabetes Caucuses. 

The Senate and House 
Diabetes Caucuses edu¬ 
cate members about 
diabetes and support 
legislation that improves 
diabetes research, preven¬ 
tion, education and treat¬ 
ment. 

While in Washington, 
Huff will participate in 
a series of trainings with 
other Call to Congress 
participants that will help 
enhance advocacy efforts 
in their local communi¬ 
ties.

a snowplow, which said, 
“Thank you! To all the 
road workers out there 
that keep our roads 
clear.” 

Charts from the 
National Weather Service 
in Louisville put much 
of Henry County in the 
band that received eight 
to 12 inches of snow. 

The exception to that 
was the extreme eastern 
portion of the county, 
which estimated totals 
of up to 20 inches near 
the line with Franklin 
County. 

The double-digit snow 
and the single-digit over¬ 
night temperatures made 
it tough to be outside 
during the worst of it, 
but Henry County Road 
Department Supervisor 
Glenn Baxter said all 
roads were passable by 
Friday, with a few slick 
spots remaining. 

With the storm pre¬ 
ceded by a 60-degree 
day before the thick 
layer of snow fell, the 
roads weren’t nearly as 
bad as they could have 
been, Baxter said. The 
snow piled up quickly 
and insulated the ground 
from a hard freeze. 


That had some draw¬ 
backs, though, as a lot 
of the ground remained 
mucky. 

“We had trouble keep¬ 
ing the trucks on the 
road,” he said. “The 
edges were so soft, if we 
got off a little bit, we’d 
get stuck.” 

The snow accumu¬ 
lations Baxter heard 
sounded close to those 
the National Weather 
Service issued, probably 
around 10 or 12 inches 
with reports as much as 
15 in the Franklinton 
area. 

The county depart¬ 
ment maintains around 
200 miles of roads, he 
said. About 10 employ¬ 
ees hit the road with 
trucks, a tractor and a 
backhoe for about 12 
hours Thursday. 

They used about 100 
tons of materials to treat 
the roads, which is actu¬ 
ally not that much, he 
said. 

Terry Justice, at the 
state road department, 
with about 220 miles of 
highway to clear, used 
about 450 tons of salt. 

About nine trucks 
pushed snow off the state 
routes during the day, as 
well as the two contrac¬ 
tors on Interstate 71. 
Justice was glad to see 
traffic slowing down for

the conditions. 

“They saw everything 
was covered, so they ran 
at a reasonable speed,” 
he said. “So we didn’t 
have a lot of wrecks.” 

Baxter hoped the sun 
and warmer temperatures 
would make short work 
of the snow. This winter 
seemed to get worse as it 
went along, he added. 

“It started pretty mild 
and went out like a lion,” 
Baxter said. “We don’t 
expect these kinds of 
snows in March.” 

After sustained tem¬ 
peratures above freezing, 
motorists also had to deal 
with a torrent of melt¬ 
ing snow. The Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
closed Franklinton Road, 
about a half mile from 
Kentucky 202, over the 
weekend. 

Water from the 
Kentucky River also 
rose enough to cover 
the locks and dam and 
Lockport Road. Right 
where the water cov¬ 
ered the road, the water 
measured 37 feet, eight 
inches. 

With rain in the fore¬ 
cast for most of the 
week, the rivers and 
creeks are expected to 
further strain their banks 
before Henry County 
starts to dry out.

Lady Cats' Payton 
has breakout season 

Anyone who saw 
Megan Payton play bas¬ 
ketball as a freshman and 
briefly as a junior saw 
the enormous potential. 
Payton was a tall, athletic 
player with great hands, 
a good shooting touch 
and great court vision. 

But when you looked 
closely you also saw 
immaturity that held her 
back sometimes. Add 
to that the fact that she 
missed her entire sopho¬ 


more season and most 
of her junior season with 
knee injuries and you 
had the perfect recipe for 
a high-potential player 
not panning out. 

Payton stuck with it 
though and finally got to 
play a full season of bas¬ 
ketball. And we are glad 
she did. After an up and 
down opening to her 
season, Payton came on 
in the second half of the 
season to become one 
of the best players in the 
region. 

Even with teams con¬ 
centrating on stopping 
her, Payton put up con¬ 
sistently big numbers in 
January and February. 

At one point late in 
the season she had put 
together a string of 
games where she aver¬ 
aged 20 points per game 
and 10 rebounds per 
game. 

Through 24 regular 
season games, Payton 
averaged 16.4 points 
per game and 10.2 
rebounds per game. She 
shot 49 percent from 
the floor and a whop¬ 
ping 66 percent (18-27) 
from behind the 3-point 
arc. She was also deadly 
at the free throw line, 
shooting 76 percent. 

What that all adds 
up to is a highly effi¬ 
cient offensive player 
who managed to be so 
despite being on a team 
that struggled to score 
points. 

The good news for the 
Lady Cats going forward 
is that they had only one 
senior. They will have 
four experienced start¬ 
ers back and a bevy of 
competitive young play¬ 
ers who saw significant 
minutes off the bench 
this year. 

The bad news for the 


Lady Cats is that Payton 
was that one senior. 

EHS girls making 
strides 

The Warriors girls 
basketball team finished 
with a 7-15 record this 
year. On the face of it, 
you might say another 
futile season for the pro¬ 
gram. 

However, in searching 
the Riherd’s/KHSAA 
Scoreboard website 
which has teams’ records 
dating back to the turn 
of the 21 st century, I 
found that only two 
other EHS girls team 
that achieved seven-win 
seasons. You have to go 
back to the early to mid- 
1990s to find Warrior 
teams that had winning 
records and were com¬ 
petitive with the teams in 
this area. 

Considering that the 
team only won one 
game last year and that 
it was built around three 
eighth-graders this year, 
you could say that seven 
wins was a significant 
achievement and perhaps 
the springboard to better 
days ahead. 

Watching the team 
throughout the season, 
one would have to say 
that they could see sig¬ 
nificant improvement. 

Can the program con¬ 
tinue to make strides to 
the point where they are 
competitive with teams 
in the 31 st District? 

It says here that it can. 
But there are some key 
things that have to hap¬ 
pen. 

First, the core group 
of young players that 
contributed to this year’s 
team have to stick with 
it and work in the off¬ 
season to continue to 


improve. 

Second, they have to 
understand that they 
are lucky to have a fine 
young coach like Zach 
Adair, who understands 
that the program has 
to be built on learning 
the fundamentals of the 
game first. 

Third, the people of 
Eminence have to start 
to show the program 
some support beyond 
a few die-hard students 
and parents who have 
attended every game for 
better or worse over the 


last couple of seasons. 
When players know their 
community takes them 
seriously, it helps tre¬ 
mendously. 

Finally, with only one 
senior departing, the 
team needs to retain the 
players Adair worked 
with this year and con¬ 
tinue to add more play¬ 
ers from the middle 
school in order to have 
the numbers to have 
competitive practices.

p.m. Tuesday that helped 
Gilley make the decision. 

“We made the deci¬ 
sion Tuesday night, but 
waited until Wednesday 
morning to notify the 
schools involved in the 
tournament,” Gilley said. 

When asked how many 
calls he had to make to 
change the tournament 
Gilley said that he and 
assistant athletic direc¬ 
tor Jon Kasten made 
nine each to notify the 
schools, but they have 
made hundreds of calls, 
texts and emails to notify 
everyone else and to 
deal with getting the 
high school parking lot 
ready for Saturday’s large 
crowds. 

“I did send one email 
that included 50 differ¬ 
ent people, from conces¬ 
sion workers to media, 
to school officials that 
notified them of the 
change.” Gilley said. 

But there was one 


important phone call that 
had to be made before 
anyone else could be 
notified. 

“The first thing I 
had to do was call the 
KHSAA to get approval 
for our plan,” Gilley 
said. “They were mainly 
concerned that we did 
not schedule at the same 
time as the girls tourna¬ 
ment, which we didn’t 
want to do anyway.”

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2014-15 Basketball Season Review

The 2014-15 basket¬ 
ball season is in the his¬ 
tory books and it was a 
mixed bag of highs and 
lows for local teams. 

The Eminence boys 
team turned around 
what looked to be a 
disastrous season, the 
Henry County Wildcats 
had enough near misses 
to reverse their record, 
the Lady Cats struggled 
to win games but got a 
strong individual per¬ 
formance from Megan 
Payton and the EHS 
girls made progress in 
turning around a pro¬ 
gram that has been 
down for almost two 
decades. 


Warriors turn season 
around 

The EHS boys 
team was 2-10 after 
their January 5 loss to 
Evangel Christian. It 
was the low point of the 
season and at that point 
anybody who watched 
the team closely thought 
that it might fall com¬ 
pletely apart. 

Before the Evangel 
loss the Warriors had 
dropped all three games 
in the Jim Hurst Classic 
at Trimble County. That 
tournament debacle 
culminated in a loss to 
Fort Knox, a team that 
winless to that point. 
Fort Knox managed only 
three wins all season. 

But according to 


Warriors’ coach Chris 
Nethery, it was the loss 
to Evangel that finally 
woke his team up. 

Evangel is a team that 
the Warriors’ have con¬ 
sistently defeated over 
the years and the team 
realized after a horrible 
first half that saw them 
fall behind by 18 points 
that they better start 
competing differently. 
They cut the lead to six 
at one point but ended 
up losing by 12 points. 

The Warriors’ game 
the following night 
started a remarkable 
turnaround to their 
season. EHS defeated 
district rival Gallatin 
County 74-68. It was 
the Warriors’ first dis¬ 
trict win after three early 

The Warriors defeated the 
Wildcats that night and went on to win eight of their last eleven games after starting the season 2-10. 


season losses, including 
an eight-point loss to 
Gallatin on Dec. 5. 

The Warriors went on 
to win three more dis¬ 
trict games to earn the 
second seed in the dis¬ 
trict tournament. Owen 
County was the only dis¬ 
trict team to defeat the 
Warriors after Christmas. 

The Warriors finished 
the season with an 11-14 
record, which means 
they finished the season 
winning 9 of 13 games. 

One reason for the 
turnaround was more 
drives to the basket and 
better shot selection 
from beyond the 3-point 
arc. The Warriors’ slight¬ 
ly increased the number 
of 3-pointers they hit 
each game but dra¬ 
matically decreased the 
number of long shots 
attempted each game. 
That meant that more 
possessions ended in 
higher percentage shots 
around the basket. 

Improved team chem¬ 
istry may also have been 
a factor according to 
Nethery, who said the 
team really started to 
bond better in early 
January. 

Whatever the reason 
for the improved play, 
one thing is for sure; 
the team you saw on the 
floor in December was 
not the team you saw 
later in the season. And 
that was a good thing. 

Wildcats' near misses 

The Henry County 
Wildcats finished with 
a somewhat disappoint¬ 
ing 12-18 record. Some 
people would argue that 
considering they lost 
eight seniors from last 
season, it shouldn’t have 
surprised anybody that 
they would have strug¬ 
gled this year. 

What is surprising 
though is that the team 
could have very easily 
boasted an 18-12 record 
at the end of the season. 

The Wildcats played 
nine games that came 
down to the last posses¬ 
sion or two. They lost 
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Jackson Jeffries shoots over defenders from Bishop Brossart. 
Jeffries suffered a season-ending injury against Bourbon County. 


six of those games. 

The first came against 
Western Hills where the 
Cats lost 51-49. Twelve 
days later they lost by 
three points to Carroll 
County, a team they 
would go on to defeat 
fairly easily two times. 

The Cats lost on a last 
second shot to Russell 
in their holiday tourna¬ 
ment at Raceland. The 
Cats also got two wins 
in close games during 
that tournament. The 
Wildcats had a come¬ 
back two-point win over 
Eminence during that 
early stretch of barn¬ 
burners. 

But the Warriors 
turned the tables on Jan. 
20 and won by three 
points. The Cats would 
go on to lose to Spencer 
and Shelby counties in 
games decided by a cou¬ 
ple of crucial possessions. 

A more experienced 
team might have been 


able to get positive 
results on a couple of 
possessions in those six 
losses. In that case a 
12-18 season could have 
easily been an 18-12 
season. 

Another factor in 
the Cats’ losing record 
had to be the loss of 
two important seniors, 
Jackson Jeffries and 
Brennen Peniston, who 
went down with season- 
ending injuries. 

Peniston was the Cats’ 
versatile sixth man and 
Jeffries was the second- 
leading scorer and one 
of their best passers and 
rebounders. 

Coaches always ana¬ 
lyze past games and sea¬ 
sons and look for clues 
to why things went right 
or wrong. Sometimes 
they find answers that 
help them in the future 
and occasionally they just

Winter storm delays tournament

Remember January? 
Very little snow, mild 
temperatures? Ring a 
bell? 

By the end of that 
month we were begin¬ 
ning to think that pre¬ 
dictions of a bad winter 
were way off. And then 
February and early 
March happened. 

Does anyone remem¬ 
ber the last time an 
entire week of basketball 


was cancelled across most 
of the state? It happened 
the week before the dis¬ 
trict tournament. 

And now round two 
of c Snowpocalypse’ has 
come and gone and 
played havoc with the 
most important part of 
the basketball season. 

Henry County High 
School was set to host 
the first round of the 
8 th Region tournament 
last Wednesday and 
Thursday night but that 
just happened to be the 


exact time for the worst 
March snowstorm in 
memory. Add to that 
below freezing tempera¬ 
tures Thursday night into 
Friday morning and there 
was no way for games to 
be played. 

Henry County Athletic 
Director Todd Gilley is 
the 8 th Region tourna¬ 
ment director. He had to 
do some serious reshuf¬ 
fling of the schedule 
Wednesday as it became 
apparent that predictions 
of a big storm would not 


be a bust. 

“We started mak¬ 
ing contingency plans 
Monday in case several 
different scenarios played 
out,” Gilley said. 

At that point it was 
still unclear what types of 
precipitation would fall. 
Predictions varied from 
mostly rain to wintry 
mix to the possibility of 
nearly two feet of snow. 

When the storm actu¬ 
ally came, it turned out 
to have a little of every¬ 
thing before dumping 


anywhere from 8 to 15 
inches across the region. 

But Gilley was ready 
for the storm. By 
Tuesday evening, after 
consulting with Henry 
County Public Schools
